BRILLIANT ORCHESTRAL 
PERFORMANCE, 
i — — 
AN ELGAR CONCERT O. 


The fourth concert of the season by the 
Dublin Philharmonic Society was wholly 
orchestral. In the past that would have 
meant a small attendance, but Dublin is alive 
now to the fact that orchestral music, as 
opened to understanding through Colonel 
Fritz Brase’s conducting is strong in appeal. 
A large audience was drawn by that appeal 
last Saturday: the Theatre Royal, where, as 
usual, the concert took place, appeared to be 
full everywhere. 

A more attractive programme hardly could 
have. been devised. First, there was some- 
thing new, for Dublin, in the Phaeton ' 
symphonic poem by Saint-Saéns, with whose 
“Danse Macabre and Rouet d’Omphale 
we are familiar. The symphony chosen for 
this concert was Tchaikowsky’s ‘‘Pathetic,”’ 
which is, perhaps, the most easily understand - 
able of all-symphonic works. Then there was 
a concerto, with its solo interest; and the fact 
that it was a work by Elgar drew a welcome 
in anticipation. Lastly, there was music of 
Wagner, which Colonel Brase has taught us 
to expect to yield fresh thrills when he 
handles it. 

Heretofore the attitude of audiences with 
regard to a local orchestra has been one of 
anxiety as to whether it would get safely 
through the difficulties of the music. Here 
now, however, is Colonel Brase not mereiy 
sure of adequate performance, but daring to 
show off with the orchestra by romping it 
through * “ ane — extraordinary 
pace. Ties’ certai was 

layed faster than ever I have heard it before. 
t was not reprehensible to take it at thai 
pace; for, though something was lost in 
grandeur, there was gain to the sense of the 
music’s impetuous urge. The Valkyries’ 
spirited steeds were less heroic, so to speak, 
in the scale of their leaps from rock to rock, 
but they had more of a snorting fury in their 
gallop. I think it probable that in time
